ASHINGTON, May 6.—For al- 
most four hours today a fierce 
discussion of the Philippine ques- 

tion raged in the Senate. It was 
started by Mr. Beveridge of Indiana, 
who made some sharp strictures on the 
members of the opposition, because, he 
said, they persisted in telling in their 
speeches one side of the story. 

Mr. Carmack and Mr. Rawlins 
warmly resented any imputation of 
unfairness. Mr, Rawlins declared that 
no partisan motives had actuated the 
opponents of the present Philippine 
policy, but that they were moved only 
by patriotism and love of country. 

Mr. Turner of Washington delivered 
a scathing criticiam of the methods 
practiced by the military authorities 
in the Philippines, dwelling partic- 
ularly upon the alleged order of Gen. 
Smith, whom he denounced as a mon- 
ster in human form. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts briefly 
defended the attion of the Philippine 
Committee, saying that already it hed 
furnished much valuable information

DENIAL AT WHITE HOUSE.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An authoritative denia! 
was made at the White House today 
of the report that the President had 


informed Ambassador Cambon that 
he did not approve the  con- 
ferring of the cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor Gen. Miles 


and Admiral Dewey at the dedication 
of the Rochambeau statue, May 24. It 
is stated that the matter is the con- 
stant prerogative of Congress, which 
may authorize the government offi- 
cers to accept honors from other na- 
tions. M. Jules Cambon, the French 
Ambassador, it is understood, brought 
the matter to the attention of the 
President, but at the White House it 


is stated that he made no adverse com- 
ment whatever, regarding the matter 
as one entirely outside of his jurisdic- 


tion. 
MYSTERY IN IT. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Considerable mystery sur- 
rounds the story that the French gov- 
ernment wished to confer the cross of 
the Legion of Honor upon Admiral 
Dewey and Gen. Miles, and that the 
French Ambassador, M. Cambon, was 
informed by the President that it would 
be undesirable to have such honors con- 
ferred upon these officers. While at 
the White House an air of reticence 
was maintained, and it was impossible 
to secure confirmation or denial, better 
results were obtained at the French 
embassy, for there Chancellor Boeuvre 
announced that the story was not true. 
He said there was nothing in it, and 
that his government had not offered 
to decorate Miles and Dewey with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. 

Senator Lodge said: “I know noth- 
ing whatever about it. I have heard 
no mention of it at the White House, 
and I do not believe the story is cor- 
rect.” 

Another prominent official who talked 
with the President this morning said: 
“The President says that he has not 
talked about the matter with any one 
atall. This, I think, ought to nail the 
story as false.” 

The publicity given to the affair, and 
the evident attempt to make it appear 
that the President has prevented high 
honors from being bestowed upon Miles 
and Dewey has stirred the friends of 
the two officers, especially the Sena- 
torial supporters of the former. The 
story is likely to prove a boomerang, 
however, for certain Senators have ad- 


ment, declaring he has no objection 
whatever to the French: government 
giving the cross of the Legion of 
Honor to Dewey and Miles. 

Senator Hawley, chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee of the Sen- 
ate, says he was astounded beyond 
measure when he read that the Presi- 
dent had presumed to dictate to Con- 
gress in regard to the bestowa! of the 
cross of the Legion of Honor on Miles 
and Dewey. 

“This,” he said, “is a matter for Con- 
greasional action. I can hardly credit 
the report. Of course we will investi- 
gate it, and if it proves true you can 
depend oa it, Congress will take some 
drastic action.” 


PHILIPPINE BILL. 

DEMOCRATS DELAYING VOTE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—There has 
been more or less speculation among 
Senators today as to the probable time 
the present debate on the Philippine 
Government Bill will continue. Senator 
Lodge expressed the hope that a vote 
might be secured early next week. The 
Democratic members.of the committee 
aid not encourage that view, and the 
fact developed during the day that the 
minority members on Monday evening 
met and discu«*ed the course to be 
pursued. They did mot take any forma! 
action, but quite generally expressed 
the opinion that the effort to secure 
modification of the bill, if not its de- 
feat, should be continued for the pres- 
ent. 

The opinion was ex by some 
of those present that as the bill looks 
to the disposal of the franchises and 
public lands of the Philippine people 
without their consent, Senators 
would be justified In making every Par- 
Hamentary effort to defeat it. There 
was no disposition shown to prevent a 
vote on the bill. It may be said, how- 
ever, that the minority members of the 
committee are quite united in their 
purpose to continue the debate on the 
bill, and are not yet disposed to name 
a day for taking the vote. They say 
there are still many speeches to be 
made. 


NEW TRIAL FOR RATHBONE. 
HANNA PRESSING FOR IT. ° 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TiMES.} 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—(Exciusive 
Dispatch.) A protracted conference 
was held at the White House tonight 
in regard to the case of Estes G. Rath.- 
bone, who was convicted for Cuban 


postal frauds. Senator Hanna asked 
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for the opportunity to lay the matter 
thoroughly before the President, and 
it was arranged that Att.-Gen. Knox 
and Secretary Root should be invited to 
join them. Senator Hanna declared his 
firm belief in Rathbone’s honesty, and 
asserted that the evidence in his pos- 
session would prove this to the satis- 
faction of the President. He does not 
ask for pardon, but he does ask the 
President to grant a new trial for the 
convicted man. This the President is 
believed to have the power to do as 
Commander-in-Chief of the army un- 
der the military régime in Cuba. 

It is recognized that this power will 
end when the independent government 
is established, May 20, and for this rea- 
son Senator Hanna is urging the ut- 
most haste. The attorney for Rath- 
bone told the President that all evi- 
dence needed to convince him of the 
justice of their petition for the new 
trial would be here within a week. 
When this evidence arrives, the Presi- 
dent and Attorney-General will take 
the matter up for consideration. 


-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—SENATE.— 
In his invocation in the Senate today, 
Rev. Dr. Milburn feelingly referred to 
the unparalleled fact of the death of 
three members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in four days. His allusion 
was: “Let those solemn and frequent 
reminders of our mortality come home 
to us all with impressive weight, and 
so may we walk in the world that when 
we depart hence it may be well 
with us.” 

On motion of Mr. Allison, the House 
joint resolution making an additional! 
appropriation of $10,000 for the dedica- 
tion of the statue of Marshal de Roch- 
ambeau was passed. 

A bill to apportion the term of office 
of Senators elected at the first general 
election held in the Territory of Ha- 
wali was passed. 

At the conclusion of routine business 
the Senate began the consideration of 
private pension bills. 

Mr. Beveridge read a statement made 
by Mr. Rawlins of Utah concerning the 
application of the “water cure” to Fill. 
pinos who had burned Sergt. O’'Herne 
to death, and read from the testimony 
to show that Mr Rawlins’s statement 
was not accurate. 

Mr. Hoar inquired if it were a fact, 
proved by testimony, that American 
soldiers had tortured Filipinos until 
they had confesse:| to the commission 
of crimes. Mr. Beveridge said it had 
proved that the “water cure” had been 
administered in th» dreadful O' Herne 
case. By the confession of the Fili- 
pinos, to whom he ‘water cure” had 
been given, it was le:.rned that O' Herne 
had been burned to Jerth over a slow 
fire and that his body subsequently 
had n.cut 16 pieces.

Mr. Beveridge ridiculed this answer 
of Mr. Carmack, declaring that when 
oo asked him a direct question he re- 

red in a diaphanous way to the 
ers of Beljl and Chaffee. 

Mr Rawlins of Utah contended that 


every statement he had made in his 
discussion of this question was essen- 
tially accurate. e discussed § the 


O' Herne case and said that the impres- 
sion he had gotten from the testimony 
was that the Filipinos had been in- 
duced to make the confession suggested 
to them by ‘the administration of the 

“water cure.” He resented Mr. Bev- 
eridge’s imputation that the minority 
was arraigning the American soldiers. 
Mr. Rawlins said outrages in the Phil- 
ippines were due, not to the soldiers 
themselves, but to the highest mili- 
tary authorities in the isiands. The 
responsibility for them, indeed, was to 
be placed properly at the door of the 
administration officials here in Wash- 
ington. 

“Until recently,” said he. “I had 
thought that those things Were sporadic 
and isolated, but I have been forced 
to the belief that they are a part of 
the general plan of campaign.” 

Mr. Rawlins said one victim was 
tiled down by American troops and 
sugar was placed upon his head to at- 
tract the voracious ants common in 
those islands, and he was forced to 
give information. 

Mr. Beveridge read at some length 
from the testimony taken before the 
Philippine Committee to show many 
acts of unusual kindness to Filipino 
prisoners by Americans. 

Mr. Turner of Washington spoke 
upon the bill. He declared it unwise 
unpatriotic, cruel and inhuman to at- 
tempt to make the Philippines a per- 
manent rt of the territory of the 
United ates. He then criticized the 
refusal of the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines to summon Aguinaldo, Ma- 
bini, aj. Gardener and others. He 
would feel constrained, he said, 
present methods of the Philippine Com- 
mittee are continued to declare that it 
does not want the truth, but that it is 
determined to strangle the truth, as 
our armies under the compulsion of 
superior authority are strangiing lib- 
erty in the Philippines. 

If any Senator, asked Mr. Turner, had 
conceived at the time the treaty with 
Spain was pending that it would lead 
us into war with the Filipinos, would 
that treaty have received a «‘ngle vote” 

Mr. Turner referred to .the order of 
Gen. Jacob H. Smith, and said that it 
remained for the American soldier, the 
highest type of civilization in a quar- 
rel not having the single element of 
religious differences progecuted upon 
professediy humanitarian grounds to 
raise his name to the height of 
bloody infamy. He characterized Gen. 
Smith as a “monster in human form,” 
who had devoted an entire province to 
a merciless extermination.

DEPARTS. 


Sudden Death of 
Rear-Admiral. 


Hemorrhage Ends a 
Notable Career. 


Had Been lil and Practically 
Demented for Months. 


Mind Failed Faster Than His 
Body—His Widow Has 
Broken Down. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ASHINGTON, May 6—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Rear-Admiral 
William T. Sampson, retired, of 

the United States Navy, died at 5 
o'clock this afternoon. He had been 
ill for months. This morning he had a 
violent cerebral he He be- 
gan to sink rapidly. At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon he was barely alive. His 
pulse kept on beating faintly until 56 
o'clock, then it stopped. 

Rear-Admiral Sampson came to 
Washington last September. He was 
relieved of duty as commandant of 
the Boston navy yard just before the 
beginning of the Schley court of in- 
quiry. Stories came from Boston that 
he was in failing health, both mentally 
and physically, but they were denied 
by his relatives. He went to a New 
Hampshire summer resort in August. 
At that time his step was feeble, and 
his mind confused. After he came to 
Washington he became steadily worse. 

Sampson did not realise, except 
vaguely, that there ever was a Schiey 
court of inquiry. He was more vitally 
concerned in that court than anybody 
except Schley. He never knew what 
the verdict was, for his mental proc- 
esses had become so invelved with 
disease that it was impossible to make 
him understand, even if the attempt 
had been made. He was retired Feb- 
ruary ® last, when he had reached the 
age of 62 and after forty-five years of 
active service in the navy. The date of 
his retiremen: was the anniversary 
of his entrance to the navy. 

He comprehended none of the twists 
and turns of the Schiey court. He was 
ignorant of the fact that the Presi- 
dent, on an appeal from .Rear-Admiral 
Schiey, had upheld the findings of the 
court. He died without understanding 
that he had been placed on the retired 
list. None of the events from last Sep- 
tember were clearin his mind and. to 
most of them he was utterly oblivious. 
He might have understood that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who, as assistant Sec- 
retary of Navy, helped select him for 
command of the North Atlantic fleet 
that destroyed Cervera’s vessels at 
Santiago, had become President, but 
that is doubtful. 

His mind failed faster than his body, 
for he was able to take walks in the 
vicinity of his home, but coum not 
talk coherently on any but the sim- 
plest topics. He could not frame 
words nor could he articulate them. 
The disease was commonly d 
as aphasia, but in reality it was soft- 
ening of the brain, with degeneration 
of the arterial system. 

ARRANGING THE FUNERAL.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—At the bed- 
side, when Rear-Admiral Sampson 
breathed his last, were Mrs. Sampson,’ 
Mrs. Lieut. Cluvertus, the Rear-Ad- 
miral's married daughter; Sampson's 
two young sons, Ralph and Harold; Dr. 
Dixon, the attending physician, and 
the nurses and attendants. 

Mrs. Sampson has broken down un- 
der the severe strain, and was quite 
ill all during the day. But for the 
critical condition of the Rear-Admiral 
she would have been confined to her 
bed. 

The arrangements for the funeral 
of Rear-Admiral Sampson wil! not be 
completed until morning. It has been 
suggested to Mrs. Sampson that the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis would 
be the proper place for the last resting 
place, while other friends have repre- 
sented to her that he should be buried 
in Arlington Cemetery, near this city. 

Rear-Admiral Sampson resided in 
Annapolis eight years, during four of 
which he was superintendent of the 
academy there. Mrs. Sampson prefers 
Annapolis, but the matter will not be 
definitely decided until tomorrow. The

During the ex- 
posure to the chemical rays of light 
the subject reclined upon a sort of di- 
van not unlike an operating table, and 
the diseased tissues were exposed to 
the rays directly focused upon them, 
and concentrated by means of a power. 

It is, of course, too early to 
predict results in the case.

The testimony at the morning ses- 
sion was-to the effect that the damaged 
end partiy spoiled meat is sold to the 
Dutcher at a reduced price, for sale to 
restaurants and boarding-houses, after 
& concession has been granted to the 
wholesaler by the arbitrator represent- 
ing the other firms; that an arbitrator 
fixes the price of meat for ali the pack- 
ers and imposes fines; that rebates 
@re paid retailers by the packers. 

Atty.-Gen. Crow expects that the 
inquiry will last through Wednesday. 
He said: 

“The packers who had declared that 
there was no trust, have been given an 
opportunity to show that fact, and 
have failed to appear. I think they 
could be compeiled to attend, but I 
don't W that that will be attempted.

EW MILFORD SUFFERS 
HEAVY LOSS BY FIRE. 


NEARLY FIFTY BUILDINGS IN THE 
BUSINESS QUARTER BURNED. 


Conflagration Started in Hote! Stables 
From an Unknown Cause and Raged 
Practically Without Any Check Until 
a Fire Engine Arrived From Water- 


bury. 


(BY TYE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

DANBURY (Ct.) May 6.—Between 
$500,000 and $600,000 is the latest esti- 
mate of the loss.by the fire which de- 
stroyed the business section of New 
Milford, sixteen miles north of here, 
last night. Nearly fifty buildings, in- 
cluding most of the stores, two banks 
and three hotels were burned. 

The fire was under control at 4 o'clock 
this morning, but is still burning in 
many places. The New Milford Na- 
tlonal Bank, the last bullding to take 
fire, was in ruins at daybreak. 

The fire started about 8:30 o'clock in 
the stables of the New Milford House. 
The cause is unknown. In ten min- 
utes the stables, the hotel and several 
outbuildings were in flames, and the 
railroad station opposite was in grave 
danger. 

The village fire department, which 
consists of only a hose company and 
a hose and ladder apparatus, was un- 
able to cope with the flames, which 
spread quickly to the Mygatt Biock 
The office of the Southern New Eng- 
land Telephone Company is in that 
building. and the operator, Miss Bes- 
ele Rartram, remained at the switch- 
board until the flames drove her from 
the building. From the Mveatt bulld- 
ing the fire spread along Bank street, 
the principal business thoroughfare of 
the village, and leaped from building 
to building unchecked. Twenty differ- 
ent buildings were on fire at one time. 

The people of the village feared that 
the entire place would be burned, and 
many moved their household goods to 
the large green in the center of the 
town. 

This city was appealed to for assist- 
ante. end an engine was sent at 10:30 
o’cleck. Upon arrival at New Milford, 
thirty minutes later, it was dragged 
from the car, and through the streets 
by many men, without walting for 
horses. 

At thet time the fire had spread from

Every building on it but ong was in 
flames. and the New England fotel, on 
Main street, the village's largest hoste!- 
ry. was afire. A number of handsome

In direct contradiction to the state- 
ments which have been made by some 
publications on the Coast I find, as I 
have always maintained, that to the 
average person the word California on 
a package conveys the very highest 
idea both as to quality and purity. It 
were a shame to destroy this opinion. 
If not abused it will be worth millions 
of dollars to the producers of the 
State. 

The attitude of the dealer is similar. 
He is ready to do everything in his 
power to further the consumption of 
California goods, but if he finds in a 
few ¢ases that he has been “worked,” 
that he has been lead to make ciaims 
for goods which the goods themselves 
did not carry out, one of the strongest 
allies of the California producer will 
become  prejudiced—his codperation, 
so necessary for the next few years, 
will have been weakened or lost alto- 
gther,

EW FIELD WORK OF 
STATE MINING BUREAU. 


MAPS, REGISTERS AND BULLETINS 
BEING PREPARED. 


State Mineralogist Lewis E. Aubury, 
now in this city. le making an inspec- 
tion of the field work of the State 
Mining Bureau, which is in progress in 
Southern California. At the present 
time the bureau has six men in the 
field in this section, several being at 
work in San Bernardino county pre- 
paring mineral maps of the country, 
and an accompanying register.

Work is also pro- 
greasing on a special bulletin on the 
mineral resources of that county.

Mr. Aubury said yesterday that the 
bulletin on the copper resources of the 
State will soon be ready for distribu- 
tion, as will also the bulletin on sa- 
lines, which deals with borax, nitrates, 
sodas and other processes of the salt 
industry in the State.

WASHINGTON, May 6.-—The cable- 
gram from Gen. Chaffee, submitted to 
the committee by Senator Lodge, was 
received at the War Department, May 
4, and is as follows: ' 

“In reference to cable, 34—Secre- 
tary of War—to gend the following: 
Maj. Cornelius Gardener's first letter 
contained no specificatiqgns on which 
I could act.

“Specification 2—That a detachment 
of troops took away from a ceful 
citizen of Dolores a pony. This about 
the month of September, 1901. 

“Specification 3—That the house of 
a native of Candelaria was forcibly 
taken for \a hospital, and afterward 
burned by order of the commander at 
Sariaya; that the said native was not 
remunerated. This in Candelaria in 
July, 1901. 

“Specification 4—That First Lieut. 
George de G. Catlin did strike with his 
fist natives of Lucena for failing to 
take off their hats to him, and did 
forcibly with threats, compel a native 
to deal cards for him. This about Sep- 
tember, 1901. 

“Specification 5—That First Lieut. 

de G. Catlin at Calanauan, did 
keep in the guardhouse for three days 
a native without food or water. This 
about September, 1901. 

“Bpecification 6—That First Lieut. 
George de G. Catlin did strike natives 
in the face for failing to remove their 
hats. This while he was in command 
at that post. 

“Bpecification 7—That a party of sol- 
diers attacked with pistols three na- 
tives working on the roads near Luce- 
na. This about November, 1991. 

“Specification &—That certain soldiers 
be'onging to a troop of cavalry sta- 
tioned in Tayabas Pueblo did violate 
five women that town by force. This 
= month of January or February, 
“The dates are approximate and the 
facts from complaints made to me 
state to the best of my recollection.

WORK STOPS 
“AT CANANEA. 


Men from Los Angeles 
Turned Back.

Strikers Have «Pickets” 
Meet Trains. 


Gold Hulf-eagle for Day's 
Work—A Water Gusher 
Near Tucson. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES; 
TUCSON (Ariz.) May 2.—The latest 
from the Cananea strike is that 270 
mechanics are out, and that work on 
the construction of the new smelter 
is at a standstill. The strikers have 
posted pickets at Benson and at Tucson 
and meet every train from the West 
that may carry men to supply their 
places. The rafit batch of men, thir- 
ty-two, engaged by General Manager 
Mitchell in Los Angeles, were met at 
Benson and were subjected to “moral 
suasion,” with the result that only six 
continued to Sonora. Sixteen took the 
next train back to Los Angeles. The 
day after ten more machinists were 
headed off, and Thursday twenty-five 
were stopped. They have been offered 
$5 a day. gold, for ten hours’ work. 
BIG WATER STRIKE. 
Artesian water has been struck in the 
Santa Cruz Valley. a mile south of 
Tucson, at a depth of only fifteen feet. 
E. 8. Ives and L. H. Manning of this 
city, owning a considerable tract in 
that vicinity, started an artesian well 
a few days ago, but have struck water 
long before they ,anticipated it. The 
water is said to be flowing over the 
mouth of the 4%-inch pipe at the rate 
of 50.000 gallons a day. 
PRESBTYERIAN PROGRESS. 
The Presbytery of Arizona has con- 
cluded its annual session in Tucson. 
According to the report of the Mis- 
sions Board, there are nineteen organ- 
ized Presbyterian churches in Arizona 
and fourteen regular stations where 
preaching is conducted. During the 
past year three new houses of worship 
have been provided and two paftson- 
ages crected. At Bisbee is to be erected 
one of the finest church bulldings in 
the Territory. Among the churches are 
five intended especially for the Indians 
and two for the Mexicans. The Indian 
school at Tucson is under the care and 
at the expense of the Presbyterian 
Women's Board of Home Miesions, and 
has a staff of fifteen. in charge cf 
150 Indian children. The first gradu- 
ates will leave the school this year, Fig- 
ures show that no less than 1100 In- 


dians are now associated with the 
church in this Territory. The _ to- 
tal membership of the church 
in Arizona is 1862, an “increase 


of 250 during the year. The Sabbath- 
school membership is 2249. Tucson 
has no Presbyterian Church at the 
present time, but the Presbytery made 
arrangements for the establishment of 
a congregation here. 
TEN MINUTES TOO LATE. 
Jesus Tapia of Naco, ill unto death 
with pneumonia, concluded to marry 
his sweetheart at once, that he might 
the better convey to her his small es- 
tate.

ARIZONA BREVITIES. 


Vice-President Louis Glass of the 
Sunset Telephone “ompany has n 
making a tour of inspection of the 
company's lines in Arizona, particu- 
larly with regard to an extension 
from Tucson to Bisbee. He states 
that there is’a probability of an early 
connection of the Arizona telephone 
lines with those of Southern California. 

The new Tucson Chamber of Com- 
merce has been informed that Los 
Angeles is getting much of the whole- 
sale business o Southern Arizona 
heretofore handled by Tucson. The 
allegation is made that a rate has been 
established over the Santa Fé, by way 
of Deming, and thence by the El Paso 
and Southwestern Railway to Bisbee 
and Naco that is as low as the regu- 
lar rate from Los Angeles to Tucson. 

Mrs. Julia Cunningham, a_i few 
months ago a poor woman in Bisbee, 
but now, through the sale of a mine, 
one of the capitalista of the South- 
west, has purchased a new issue of 
Pima county 5 per cent. bonds to the 
amount of $25,000. She paid $187.50 
premium, 

Bisbee, undismayed by the impend- 
ing removal of the Copper Queen 
smelters, is preparing for even added 
population. A movement has been 
begun lodking toward the establish- 
ment of free delivery in that city. 
Bisbee is immensely patriotic, and 
proposes to have a grand Fourth of 
celebration. Committees in 
charge are preparing to spend $10,000 
in the festivities. Two thousand dol- 
lars worth of' fireworks will be ignited, 
and prizes to the value of $2500 are to 
be offered for a miners’ drilling con- 
test.

Though all the members pledged ab- 
sojute secrecy until the report should be 
read just before the Biennia! election, 
the news of the above decision comes 
from separate and absolutely reliable 
sources. 
The committee went into session be- 
hind closed doors in the Synagogue at 
6 o'clock yesterday afternoon and ad- 
journed immediately to meet at the 
Woman's Club House half an hour 
later, where discussion of the candi- 
dates was held over a course dinner. 
All entrances to the scene of delibera- 
tions wére numerously and vigilantly 
guarded. 
The committee numbers forty mem- 
bers, one from each State or Territory, 
and where State organizations exist the 
member is the president. Thirty-nine 
committee women assembied last night, 
and the sentiment on many issues was 
far from unanimous. The first division 
was on the question of whether more 
than one recommendation should be 
made for gach office to be filled, and a 
single ticket was decided upon by but 
one vote.

CONVZNTION ADHERED TO ITS AC- 
TION OF MONDAY.

Warm Delegates From Massachu- 
setts Kindled a Flame of Excitement 
at Yesterday Morning’s Session— 
Amendment Offered by Miss Addams 
Voted Down. 


An attempt was made yesterday 
morning to induce the convention to 
recede somewhat from the position it 
took the day before on the color line, 
and to make it easier for colored clubs 
to get into the federation: but these 
efforts failed. The convention clinched 
its action of Monday. 

Mrs. Lowe, who occupied the chair, 
except for one brief interval, when 
Mrs. Denison presided, maintained or- 
der with the same admirable tact and 
dignity that has characterized her 
leadership during the entire convention. 
Mrs. Pennybacker of Texas lent ef- 
ficient aid in expediting the business 
of the session, by moving the previous 
question, whenever debate threatene! 
to become too long-winded. 

At the opening of the session, Mrs. 
Lowe announced that the delegates 
had been called together fifteen min- 
utes earlier than the usual hour for 
the purpose of giving opportunity to 
the National Irrigation Association to 
address the federation. C. B. Boothe, 
president of the association, spoke 
briefly. introducing Mrs. Lou V. Cha- 
pin. who made an eloquent appeal to 
the delegates to ald in the reclamation 
of the arid lands of the West by thetr 
influence in the molding of public 
opinion. 

The order of the day was now in- 
troduced with the reading and ap- 
proval of the minutes of the last ses- 
sion. Immediately following this Mrs. 
A. O. Bmith of the California Federa- 
tion, offered a motion, which was car- 
ried, that all persons except delegates 
entitled to vote and the members o* 
the press, be requested to withdraw 
from the voting portion of the house, 
under the banners of the various fed- 
erations.

MEMORIAL SHELVED. 

Unfinished business brought before 
the federation was the report of the 
Memorial Committee, elected to de- 
cide on a proper memorial of the Lou. 
isiana purchase. The report offere’ 
four suggestions for such a memorial 
—an artistic type, monument, statue 
or fountain; an educational endowment 
invested in government bonds, the in- 
terest to be used for the education of 
talented persons of limited -means; a 
for federations’ headquarters. 
a hall of philanthropy: the sum, $150,- 
000. as proposed for each purpose ex- 
cept that of the endowment, which 
was $50,000 to $75,000. to be raised by 
the clubs and associations of clubs 
formine the Genera! Frderation. 

A resolution called for the reference 
of the question of the raising and use 
of the fund, and the appointment of a 
committee for erection of the memorial 
to the present convention of the Gen- 
eral Federation. 

After ome discussion it was moved 
by Mrs. Hellmuth of New York that 
the matter be laid on the table. The 
motion was carried. 

Several women who had been endeav- 
oring to get recognition here protested 
at not being allowed to speak to the 
motion, but Mrs. Lowe explained at 
a motion to lay on the table was “hot 
debatable, and that she had therefore 
refused to intetrupt the proceedings to 
hear them. Mre. Mary 8. Lockwood 
rose to remark that she did not think 
the action in the matter had been fair, 
and reminded the convention that, after 
due consideration, it could to 
take the matter from the table again, 
and accord the committee courtesy. 

HATS OFF. 

Mrs. Lowe here made the usual re- 
quest to the delegates to remove their 
hate. She stated that she had received 
a letter from one of the newspapers, 
accusing the ladies on the platform of

The recording secretary, Mrs. Fox, 
asked the consent of the convention to 
alter one sentence of her report on the 
last Biennial, omitting, in the account 
of the incident of the application of the 
New Era Club for admission, the words 
“would be establishing a precedent.” 
The consent was accorded, 

Mrs. Fox stated that amendments to 
the bylaws pi »posed by Massachusetts 
were now withdrawn for the reason 
that so many legal points had been and 
were likely to be raised concerning 
them. The first amendment taken up 
was one on representation, as follows: 

“Each federated club, national s0- 
ciety or kindred organization of fifty 
members or lees shall be entitled to be 
represented by one delegate; for a 
membership of between,fifty and one 
hundred, by two delegates, and for each 
additional one hundred members, one 
additional delezate. 

“Each State or Territorial Federation 
of twenty-five clubs or less shall be en- 
titled to be represented by five dele- 
gates. Each State or Territorial Federa- 
tion shall be entitled to one additional 
delegate for every additional twenty- 
five clubs. 

“The representation from each local 
federation of clubs shall be the same 
as from a State or Territorial Federa- 
tion. 

“An alterrnote shall 
each delegate.” 

DEBATE ON AMENDMENTS. 

The first two paragraphs were first 
taken up separatey. 

Some difficulty was raised because of 
lack of printed slips showing the pro- 
posed amendments, 
distributed the preceding day, but had 
not been preserved. 

An atmmendment was offered to the 
amendment to the effect that the presi- 
dents and secretaries of the State feder- 
ations be made the first two delegates 
at large from each State, by virtue of 
their office. 

A lively debate ensued on this amend- 
ment, Mra. Cole of Wisconsin protest- 
ing against the loss of the influence of 
the individual club on the State rep- 
resentation by such a bylaw, and Mrs. 
Shattuck of Il\inois and Mrs. Hellmuth 
of New York making a strong piea that 
State rights be preserved and each State 
be allowed to ri guilate ite representa- 
tion to suit itself. 

Mrs. Dunway of Oregon made a ring- 
ing speech against cefitralizgation of 
power. “I want every woman,” she 
said, “to feel that she is an integral 
part of this federation. And when we 
tell our local clubs that we have cen- 
tralized the power in the hands of the 
few, is there not danger that the great 
multitude will withtraw from us?” Mrs. 
Pennybacker here moved the previous 
question, and the amendment was lost. 

A further amendment to the amend- 
ment was proposed by Dr. Kendall of 
Washington, fixing the minimum club 
membership required for membership in 
the Genera! Federation at fifteen. Mra. 
Dockery of Idaho moved to amené this 
to read twenty-five instead of fifteen. 
A warm debate followed, Mrs. Hidden 
of Washington and others speaking 
for the smaller clubs of six to ten. 
Both Dr. Kendall's and Mrs. Dockery’s 
amendments finally lost. 

The full amendment was finally 
passed. as printed. , 

MISS ADDAMS’S TALK. 

Miss Jane Addams rose at this point 
and asked to move an amendment to 
section 3 of Article Il, making a three- 
fifths vote of the Membership Commit- 
tee necessary to the rejection of an or- 
ganization applying for admission: the 
original bylaw requiring the wunani- 
mous consent of the five members of 
the committee for the admission of an 
applicant. The chair at first ruled Miss 
Addame out of order, as she stated that 
in order to move to amend an origina! 
bylaw, a notice of the intention to 
propose such an amendment must have 
been appended to the call for the con- 
yention. 

But Miss Addams was too much in 
earnest to be rehuffed without having 
made every effort to be heard: and 
an amendment having been passed the 
day preceding which, inserted in Article 
I, directly after section 1, changed the 
number of section 2 to section 3, the 
section she was not attempting to 
amend, she appealed from the dect- 
sion of the chair on this technicality, 
claiming that she was not attempting 
to amend an original but an amended 
bylaw. 

The chair reconsidered her ruling, 
and stated that, if no objection were 
made, she would admit Miss Addama's 
motion. The latter then spoke briefly 
but earnestly, commending the spirit 
of generosity in which Massachusetts 
and Georgia had each yielded some- 
thing of their original wishes to the 
other, but appealed to the convention 
not to make the machinery of admis- 
sion obstructive. When she sat down 
Mrs. Southwick of Massachusetts rose 
for recognition. Mrs. Southwick evi- 
dently felt aggrieved at what had been 
said the day preceding concerning the 
duty of the single State to yield to the 
will of the majority, and appealed to 
the sense of fairness of the convention 
to acknowledge that the individual 
must stand for the principles in which

A motion was now made to substi- 
tute for the official parliamentary au- 
thority of the federation a receht book 
by Mrs. Emma A. Fox, the recording 
secretary. The proposition, when fully 
understood, was received with a shower 
of applause. A woman Massa- 
chusetts did not approve the substitu- 
tion, because the present authority, 
“Reed's Rules of Order,” had beens 
adopted by. recommendation of Mra. 
Charlotte Emerson Brown, the first 
president of the federation. Mrs. 
Boynton of Michigan replied to this 
rotest that, if Mrs. Emerson Brown 
were present, she would be the first te 
vote for anything in the way of prog- 


ress. 

Mrs. Lee of the California delegation 
called forth the only hisses «hat have 
so far been heard in the business 
meetings, by a speech in which she 
said the federation had had enough of 
women parliamentarians. 

The motion to adopt the book hy 
Mrs. Fox as authority was put ind 
carried with enthusiasm, amid a storm 
of applause. There was a pretty scene 
when Mrs. Fex~was called for. She 
was received with another ovation, but 


was overcome unable to speak. 
Mrs. Lowe expl that she was 
saving her voice for the reading of 
amendments. 


A last amendment to reduce the an- 
nual per capita dues of the federation 
from 10 to 5 cents was voted down. 
Mrs. Lowe spoke to the motion to 
amend, stating that although the sum 
now in the treasury was large, the 
officers had never yet tested the treas- 
ury by sending in full bills of ex- 
penses, and the needs and expenses «f 
the federation were large and 
ing. Mrs. Williams of Minnesota said 
she hoped the federation would never 
reach the point of trying to rua on @ 
nickel basis. 

At the close of the session, invitse- 
tions were offered by Minnese:. 
Missouri to held the next biennial con- 
vention in those States. Mrs. Wil- 
liams in a happy @peech presented the 
Invitation in the name of the UWov- 
ernor of Minnesota and the Mayor of 
Minneapolis, and Mrs. Shields, gave 
the invitation from the Govethor of 
Missouri. 

MRS. PLATT-DECKER CALLED. 

An interesting and possibly signifi- 
cant episode took place just at the end 
of the session. A letter had been sent 
Mrs. Lowe, asking that Mrs Pilatt- 
Decker be called to preside at some 
point during the day, and Mrs. Lowe 
assented with her usual gracious cor- 
diality. Mrs. Platt-Decker protested, 
but was ruled out of order by the chair, 
and finally came to the platform, 
where she was received with vocifer- 
ous applause. Mrs. Platt-Decker, who 
was formerly vice-president and is a 
great favorite, was earlier mentioned 
as a candidate for the presidency of 
the federation, and it is hinted as pos- 
sible that she may yet be named by 
the nominating board. 

Mrs. Lowe, just before the close of 
the morning's proceedings, after an- 
nouncing the death of Potter Palmer. 
left the chair for a moment to move 
a resolution of sympathy for Mrs. Pot- 
ter Palmer.

ELEPHANTS PECULIAR. ' 


Their Traits Described by W. EL 
Gardfier—Influence of a Little Man 
Over the Big Animal. 


[Washington Star.] “Elephants are 
very peculiar animals. No one can pos- 
sibly tell who they will take a notion 


to, or w they will turn against, and 
there i@ fio telling in advance what 
they willdo toward any one. They are 


more than women past finding out.” 

The speaker was W. H. Gardner, gen- 
eral agent of the Adam Forepaugh 
and Sells Bros. shows, who was in the 
city a few hours yesterday. Mr. Gard- 
ner held the same position with the 
Barnum & Bailey show for about twen- 
ty-five years in tiXs country and Eu- 
rope. He has been around the world re- 
peatedly. Continuing, he said: 

“The general supposition obtains 
that elephants may be handled only by 
the severest methods. In some respects 
that is true. But there are 
phants that will not stand any sort of 
punishment. They know thetr strength 
and will use it if provoked. One of the 
most noted illustrations of this fact 
was Jumbo. Of course, as is now well 
known, Mr. Bailey was the real head 
of the firm of Barnum & Bailey. Mr. 
Barnum had the reputation that was 
valuable, but Mr. Bailey was the show- 
man. His career has proved that the 
world has never known his equal. When 
he purchased Jumbo from the Zoilogica! 
Gardens of London, he brought with 
him Matthew Scott, who had charge 
of him from the time he first came from 
Siam to London. 

“Now, Scott was one of the gentlest 
little men ever seen. He has been work- 
ing in Mr. Batley’s menagery since 
Jumbo's death, taking care of sma!! 
animals, and, by the way, he is in Eu- 
rope with Mr. Bailey now doing the 
same thing. Jumbo was the only ele- 
phant he ever handled. Mr. Balley's 
judgment in this matter was correct, 
as it usually is in all things pertaining 
to his business. When Jumbo arrived 
we all went down to the dock. There 
had been enormous difficulties in get- 
ting him aboard the ship at London, 
and like difficulties were expected here 
in unloading him. Mr. Balley§ sent 
Scott in to see Jumbo. The littie man 
went In and began to talk to the big- 
gest brute in the world since prehis- 
torte times. His soft, gentle voice could 
scarcely be heard. 

OBJECTIONS OVERCOME. 


“With bis hands empty, Scott went 
up to Jumbo in his room, which had 
been built upon the upper deck of the 
ship, and walked up to him confi- 
dently, and said:

A Monopoly in Playing Cards 

There is-an elderly man residing on 
First avenue who has been earning @ 
living for many years by buying and.
